At the past two contests 
we have marched at. other 
directors and myself who 
know Mrs Hernon tried to 
rea-un out why the 
.miver.-ity would take such 
action Mrs Hernon’s 
-erv:<*e to area and out-of 
-late t lands has been a 
valuable recruiting tool for 
the university I am proud to 
have seen five of my students 
graduate from the university 
- music department and two 
of them gu into the teaching 
profession 

Mrs Hernon’s work with 
my band in my years at 
Ripley High School in 
Ripley Tenn. and my band 
at Heritage Hills High 
School in Lincoln City. Ind . 
served a two fold purpose. 
Numl>er one. my students 
received what I consider 
professional instruction and 
number two. the university 
was viewed by everyone a> 
l**ing an excellent area for 
musical growthof interested 
music students 
Now as director of bands 
at Heath High School in 
Paducah. Ky . I am 
prepared to call on the 
services of both Bonnie and 
Mike again. Through them I 


know my students will 
receive beneficial training 
and will be able tu 
personally enquire as to 
what I’TM has to offer in the 
area of music I also hoped to 
consider the university as a 
possible site for a summer 
band camp 

However. I am disappoint 
ed by the university’s action 
toward Mrs Hernon and the 
w ay her tenure was handled 
We as music faculty are 
usually faced with the 
difficult task of convincing 
administrators of the worth 
of our programs The action 
taken by the university 
seems to indicate a weakness 
in cohesion of the music 
department 

I do not intend to 
recommend my students to a 
university where instructors 
are dismissed on the whims 
of those who are in charge Is 
this how the university 
recognizes the hard work 
and efforts of their faculty 
members? 

It is my hope that the 
decision made by the 
department and the 
university will be changed 
At that [K)int in time. I will 
again be glad to do my part 
in recommending the 
I’mversity of Tennessee at 
Martin to my students. Until 
such time. I will seek out 
other schools to recommend 
my students to.

B. The candidates were 
nominated by different 
groups on campus. 

C. The candidates could 
not campaign for this office 

These conditions make 
this election different from 
others, ex pec i ally in 
publishing the results 
SUA appreciates The 
Pacer’s interest in publish 
ing our activities That is a> 


it should be. but in this case 
the article, instead of 
informing students about 
their government, served 
only to obscure the real facts. 
How much better UTM 
students would have been 
-erved by an emphasis 
placed upon the need to 
study the SUA Constitution, 
particularly the functions of 
the election commission. 

I felt it necessary to 
respond to Mr Barrett 
personally, since I was 
singled out to be both 
misquoted and quoted out of 
context Even though this is 
not the first such action by 
I’he Paeer. I feel the paper 
ha.- fallen far below the 
standards of responsible 
journalism. 

I can understand how it 
could happen, since the 
interviewer who spoke with 
me took no notes or used no 
recorder to insure accuracy; 
however. I can not ignore the 
lack of professionalism, or 
common courtesy if you will, 
exhibited in such reporting. 

Since I feel strongly that 
the ultimate purpose of both 
S<>.\ and The Pacer should 
be to build a better UTM. 
both in education and 
campus morale, I deplore 
any actions w hich lose sight

Keeps Her Young 

Housemother ‘Not All Glamour’

There’s a lady called 
"mom" by 40 guys-and 
there’s no relation between 
them! 

Otherwise known as 
Catherine Womack, she is 
UTM's AGR housemother 
For almost ten years she has 
acted as hostess for the 
fraternity and been their 
“mother away from home." 

"I wouldn't be here this 
long if it wasn't for the 
fellas." Womack explains, 
sitting in her downstairs 
apartment of the AGR 
house. "They’re gentlemen 
and I like that...They just 
treat you like a queen." 

She looks serene and 
queenly while talking, as if 
there's nothing to being a 
fraternity housemother. 

A picture of good health, 
her silvery white hair is 
attractively styled in soft 
waves around her face. 

The pink tones in her 
frames pick up the color of 
her blazer and pants, 
accented with a white tie 
blouse. 

"I do think it keeps you 
young being with them." she 
explains. "And had I not 
been with young people. I’d 
probably been horrified!" 

As the AGR housemother, 
she not only is hostess and 
attends all the fraternities’ 
activities, but keeps the 
downstairs of the house 
-mom’s place"-in order 

On the first floor, guys 
must watch their manners, 
dress and language and take 
turns cleaning. 

Twice a year she teaches 
an etiquette class. The 
Sunday formal dinners keep 
everyone in practice. 


There is no open house 
upstairs even for "mom.” 

"It's down here that I 
want." she laughs, "so if 
anybody walks in it’s 
presentable...We just have 
rules that they all want to 
abide by. that’s all." 

Living with so many guys, 
a housemother is bound to 
witness many funny 
incidents and run into some 
problems but. Womack 
clains. they’re "nothing that 
I can’t handle." 

Perhaps it’s l>ecause of 
past experience. 

A board of trustee 
member at Southern Illinois 
University suggested to her 
the idea of being a 
housemother. 

Womack had then replied. 
"Oh. no! Not me. I’ve taken 
care and already raised two 
children." 

She laughs in remem¬ 
brance because she did 
decide to try it. stayed with 
the fraternity for eight years 
and then retired to her home 
in Massachusetts. 

Other plans were being 
made for her. however 

She received a phone call 
from a small town of which 
she had never heard 1400 
miles away—Martin. Term 

Would she consider being 
an AGR housemother at 
UTM? 

After a two week debate 
and in-person visit, she 
accepted and was honored 
with a big open-house party. 

Jumping from a large 
university with 14 house¬ 
mother.-' to a .-mailer one 
with only one housemother 

her -required some 
adjusting. 

"I was a little lonesome at 
first until I met a lot of nice 
people." Womack say.-, 
complimenting the South 


and Martin for its friendli¬ 
ness. "Once you make good 
friends here, you just never 
lack for anything to do.” 

For her. that includes 
visiting friends and playing 
bridge. 

Summer and Christmas 
vacations are spend at home 
on the East coast, close to her 
daughter in New York City 
and son in Massachusetts. 

There, she rides the ocean 
in a boat every day. 

“That’s my hobby; I love it! 
Jt’s beautiful oat there..." 

Not only do her children 
and theocean exercises a pull 
toward home, but other 
fraternities. 

“Some of the young guys 
say. ‘Come on and be my 
housemother.' I said no." 
Womack states. "When I 
leave Martin, that’s it.”

Meanwhile, she’s the kind 
of "mom" that you can go to 
with your problems or 
needed sewing, according to 
AGR Richard Buntin, a 
UTM junior. “Everybody 
likes her.” he says. 

And the AGR alumni from 
whom she receives letters 
write of their appreciation 
for her also. 

“It makes you feel so good 
that they realize how much a 
housemother meant to them. 
Where they didn’t when you 
were right here in the 
house." Womack says. 

"To me." she continues. 
"It’s such a satisfaction when 
they graduate and see them 
doing well and think that you 
contributed a little." 

Yet to be a housemother is 
“not all easy and glamour at 
times." 

A woman must not 
constantly complain or harp 
on young people. She needs 
good health, much common 
sense and children of her 
own. Womack points out. 

"You can look back and 
think. ‘Well. I really 
resented this or that and I 
realize now what they (my 
children) were going 
through. 

"The fellas here are so 
wonderful; they really are." 
the housemother says 
warmly of the AGR 
fraternity, but hastens to 
add. "I'm just proud of this 
one. I’ve been in others and 
they’re good, but I just like 
the way this is run if I'm 
going to live here. 

"It’s been good for me. I’ll 
say! As long as I’m happy, 
my children are for me." she 
says. “The first time I get 
unhappy or unsatisfied I 
have to come home."

"We’re combining the best 
talent in West Tennessee 
and the best talent on 
campus with a favorite 
entertainer among the 
college campuses.” said 
Campus Recreation official 
David Belote. 

Scheduled to last until 
midnight, the "Wednesday 
Night Jamboree and Hoote 
Nanny” will start at 7:30 
with local groups such as

Associate Secretary of 
AAUP Lesley Lee Francis, 
in a letter to Dr. Milton 
Simmons, vice chancellor 
for academic affairs, dated Chapter of AAUP finds that 
Dec 5.

therefore, calls upon the cease iU termination action 
UTM administration to against Bonnie Hernon 
which is inconsistent with 
the University's long¬ 
standing endorsement of 
AAUP guidelines concern 
ing promotion and tenure.” 

Simmons replied in a 
letter to Sandra A. Gossum, 
secretary treasurer of the 
chapter, on Jan. 13. “...the 
resolution is unacceptable. 
The Faculty Handbook 
clearly outlines procedures 
whereby an aggrieved 
faculty member can obtain a 
fair and impartial hearing 
by faculty colleagues The 
University administration is 
committed to acting within 
the framework of these 
ordered processes." 

In another development in 
the situation, approximately 
40 students demonstrated on 
Nov, 19 in Hernon's behalf 
The students, who marched 
across campus during the 
noon hour, and who were 
filmed by WPSD-TV in 
Paducah, carried placards 
bearing such slogans as “We 
want Action, not evasive 
rhetoric” and “Bonnie Stays 
or we go with her.” The 
second thought was reiterat¬ 
ed in a speech read by Mike 
Arnold, co-organizer of the 
march: "Take heart. Bonnie, 
for whither thou goest, we 
will go.” 


The grievance proceed¬ 
ings concerning the tenure 
status of music professor 
Bonnie Hernon have finally 
reached UTM Chancellor 
Charles Smith's desk 


The Faculty Relations 
Committee, after receiving

To Aid Public Employees

UTM has received a 
$4,500 Title I-A grant from 
the Tennessee Higher 
Education Commission to 
assist in establishing a Local 
Government Training 
'rogram. 

With this grant, the 
u niversity has purchased 
in structional rights to teach 
ten local government 
management courses that 
arc offered through the 
International City Manage¬ 
ment Association’s Training 
Institute. Courses offered 
will provide continuing 
education units (CEU) for 
participants. 

UT Director of Public 
Service John Gammill said 
that while the courses are 
primarily directed toward 
municipal management, the 
theory and training 
objectives are applicable to 
numerous other public 
agency administrators, 
including those working 
with county government, 
area planning agencies and 
human service agencies. 

"We hope that all public 
employees and elected 
officials who desire to 
expand their management 
skills will take advantage of 
this opportunity." Gammill 
said. “We feel that this is an 
excellent opportunity for the 
region, and we will continue 
to offer these courses for as 
long as there is a demand for 
this type of training.” 

As part of the grant, UTM 
also has received funds to 
pay the $40 tuition cost for 
80 persons. The first 80 Chattanoog

As the UTM Pacer 
basketball squad looks 
forward to the remainder of 
a long schedule of Gulf South 
Conference play, a name 
that gains prominence with 
the passing of each game is 
that of Darrell Smith. 

Smith, a 6-7. 220-pound 
freshman from basketball 
powerhouse Memphis 
(Tenn.) Melrose High 
School, snatched 148 
rebounds in the first 11 
games. That works out to a 
13.5 average which two 
games ago ranked fourth 
among the NCAA’s Division 
II rebounding leaders. 

Smith's season high came 
on Dec. 20 when he pulled 
down 27 rebounds to break 
the Pacers’ single-game 
rebounding record of 26. 
which was set by Mike 
Rudolphi in 1970. 

Pacer head coach Art 
Tolis has nothing but praise 
for the young Smith. 

"Darrell is a quality 
player who is constantly 
striving to improve himself. 
He has shown a level of 
confidence and maturity 
that is surprising for a 
player of his age.” 

Tolis went on to say that he 
first become interested in 
the young center during his 
tenure at Louisiana State 
University and assessed 
Smith as a multi-talented 
player. 

“Darrell has a tremendous 
body and great speed,” said 
Tolis. "His greatest 
strengths right now are his 
rebounding ability and his 
defensive play.” 

Indeed, the Pacers feel 
fortunate to have signed a 
player of Smith's caliber. 
His average of 11 points and 
10 rebounds per game as a 
senior at Melrose caught the 
eye of several schools, 
including those in the 
Southeastern Conference. 
He was of prime interest to 
the Pacer staff, also. 

“We made signing Darrell 
our No. 1 recruiting 
priority,” said UTM 
assistant coach Ralph 
Radford.

And the lifestyle the DJ.’s 
despise? “Some of them don’t 
like long hair; some of them 
don t like earrings; some of 
them don’t like motorcycles; 
there’s just different 
reasons.” 

Coe has performed in 
several movies, and his 
latest venture in this field is 
“Take This Job and Shove It" 
(he wrote the song by the 
same title). The movie is 
scheduled for release next 
summer and, in addition to 
Coe, boasts such performers 
as Art Carney. Robert 
Hayes, Martin Mull, Charlie 
Rich, Lacy J. Dalton and 
Johnny Paycheck. 

“I’m going to do a lot of 
movies and only time will 
tell, but I feel like the ’80s is 
going to be my time, and I 
feel like David Allan Coe’s 
going to surface in the 
’80s and be a big star," Coe 
said. 

Coe’s dedication to his 
profession is witnessed by 
the sacrifices he’s made for 
his career. 

"I’ve lost wives, two 
children. I had to choose 
between my music or my 
wives. I took the music." 

With such dedication and 
perseverance, perhaps the 
’80s will indeed be the era of 
David Allan Coe. 

David Allan Coe means 
many things to many people. 


really interested in 
listening,” Coe said. 

“There’s a lot to be found 
in the music. I don’t believe 
in music styles; I believe that 
each song is like a baby, and 
some songs need violins in 
them and some songs need 
saxophones and some songs 
are rock and roll and some 
are country and some are 
rhythm and blues. 

“I believe that there are 
certain songs that you have 
to say —- in and I believe 
that there’s just no otner 
work that will replace that. 
So I do each song on those 
merits.” 

I heard comments that 
Coe should have performed 
more of his earlier songs at 
the concert. He explained: 
“F.ach period of my life is 
different from the one 
previous, and an album 
sometimes takes five or six 
months to come out. So the 
way I feel at a given time 
while I’m doing an album 
might not be the way I feel 
when that album comes out. 

“And a lot of times, when 
that happens to me, I end up 
not doing a lot of the songs 
off the album at my 
concerts." 

Coe said that he is 
hindered in his appeal to the 
mass audiences because he 
doesn't get any airplay. 

“The biggest problem I 
have is that nobody will play 
my records because of the 
lifestyle that 1 live, not 
because the music isn’t any 
good. 

“Consequently, I can’t

Many D.J. s refuse to play 
his songs; many of his fans 
put David Allan Cocon some 
sort of pedestal.

I wonder if any of his fans, 
like myself, listen to D. A.C.'s 
music primarily because of 
its poetry, its depth of 
feeling, realizing that the 
man behind the music is just 
a man, albeit one with an 
exceptional talent. 

His is a talent for 
synthesizing human emo¬ 
tions into words. He doesn’t 
pretend to ignore the evil in 
the human heart and 
smother us with fake piety. 
He sings about life as it truly 
is, with all of its drugs, 
fornications, deceit, and 
infinitum, but his work does 
not end here. For he also 
sings about the good 
things—Sunday dinner 
after church, undying love, a 
“good fresh Cuban cigar,” 
going fishing. 

Like many brilliant 
artists, D.A.C. may seem a 
little strange, andjfe does 
have a temrntf. fleck, I’ve 
heard that .Van Gogh cut off 
his ear. At least David Allan 
Coe hasn't gone that far. 


quarter. I had the opportun¬ 
ity to meet the man, the 
myth and the so-called 
outlaw. 

Of the term outlaw, Coe 
says, “I don't really view 
anybody as Establishment 
or non-Establishment; I 
don’t agree with the term 
outlaw as it applies to music. 
I just feel like I’m a musician 
and entertainer and I think 
all those terms—outlaw, 
redneck rock, progressive 
country—are something 
that was created by people in 
the music business that are 
trying to package something 
up and sell it. 

“I don’t think it really 
applies to me because I don't 
think there's any two 
musicians that you can say 
are alike. You can’t say 
‘Texas Musit;’ just because 
Willie or me or Jerry Jeff 
Walker ..you can’t really say 
we’re 'Texas Music’ because 
we all play a different style 
of music. 

“You can’t really say we're 
outlaws, you can't really put 
it in any one package, all you 
can do is say it’s Willie 
Nelson music, it’s David 
Allan Coe music, it’s Jerry 
Jeff Walker music.” 

Coe sets a different tone 
for each album and, indeed, 
this makes it difficult to 
place him in any one 
category. 

“I do each album on its 
own merits, and I try to have 
a lot of psychological aspects 
to an album and a lot of 
underlying things that 
people can see if they're
